Prairies w'as held in higher esteem. 
Fr. Graham was horn 
in Dublin, 
Ireland, and was 
a 
convert to tin* 
Catholic faith. He w’as ordained at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., in 18GG. 
In 1871 lu* was pastor of the church 
at Springfield, Mo., and celebrated the 
first mass in the first Catholic cLnrch 
elected at > hce City, Mo. 
In those days priests traveled over 
a vast area of territory in doing the 
work of the Master, and P”!*. Graham 
was no exception to the rule. 
In 1873 Fr. Graham came here from 
Springfield as pastor of St. Vincent 
fhurch, and remained until lS8 1,w'lien 
he was transferred to St. Joseph as 
pastor of St. Patrick’s clmrch.

I'.as been 
tliere 
continuously since, 
but for the past two or three years 
had not been able to officiate regu­ 
larly. owing to the condition of Ids 
health. 
In 187S Fr. Graham made a tour
